DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The Congressman from our district, Lee Zeldin, 
was seen on the Hamptons Subway heading 
eastbound between Westhampton Beach and 
Quiogue on Thursday. Some say he is looking 
at real estate in the Hamptons. But he did not 
get off at Quiogue. Instead, he told constituents 
in the subway car he was doing a “complete 
circuit” of the Hamptons visiting voters in 
Southampton, East Hampton, Sag Harbor and 
Montauk.

Last 
Wednesday, a family of 23 coyotes took up 
residence in some storage rooms in the subway 
tunnels and they come out and prowl the 
system late at night looking for food. They 
are a vicious, nocturnal animal, and, because 
this pack may be the last one left in the east, 
they are considered endangered and anyone 
harming them gets a stiff jail sentence. If one 
approaches you, don’t look at it directly. Instead 
look at your shoes. And quietly and slowly back 
away, being careful not to step on or otherwise 
harm a coyote behind you. Ignorance of coyotes 
is no excuse. 


TURNSTILES HACKED 

Computer hackers from some country far away 
broke into the Hamptons Subway computers 
last Thursday morning and re-set the settings 
on the turnstiles. Instead of ushering a 
straphanger through when a card was swiped, 
the turnstiles leaped out and grabbed anyone 


who came near them and shot them through 
without paying. This happened on every 
platform between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., only ending 
when subway computer programmers re-set 
the turnstiles back to their proper settings. 
According to Commissioner Aspinall, the loss of 
revenue was “devastating.” 

“We are convinced this is the work of 
foreigners who are jealous of the American way 
of life,” he said. “We won’t stand for it.” 

He has asked riders who got in for free that 
day to go to the Hamptons Subway building 
on Ponquogue Avenue in Hampton Bays and 
voluntarily pay the receptionist there for that 
free ride. He has also asked that straphangers 
who were injured during this “hack”—back 
issues mostly— to hold off filing lawsuits until 
Hamptons Subway can identify the “perp or 
perps” who caused this. “They are who should 
be sued,” the Commissioner said.

Building the Lighthouse 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n March of 1792, George Washington was in 

his third year as President of the United States. 
At 60, his health was failing. He was getting 
hard of hearing. He began to move more 
stiffly. And people noticed it. Also, the members 
of his young administration—Jefferson, Hamilton 
and Madison—were at one other’s throats about 
what the future country should look like. And 
just a month earlier, Hamilton’s entire new 
banking system had almost collapsed. Hamilton, 
with Washington’s quiet encouragement, 
wanted a strong national government with 
financial underpinnings. Madison and Jefferson 
wanted a loose assemblage of states remaining 
largely agricultural. 

In that third year of his presidential term, 
Washington would have to decide if he 
wanted to run for a second term. In fact, he 
wanted nothing but to retire to his Virginia 
plantation in peace. But his young cabinet 
members said that so many important decisions 
needed to be made, they feared the country 
would fall apart if Washington weren’t there. 
Indeed, both Hamilton and Jefferson said if 
Washington retired, they would too. : 

It was in this setting that a man named 


Ezra L’Hommedieu, a much-respected East 
Ender from Southold, brought to Washington’s 
attention the need for a Lighthouse at 
Montauk. L’Hommedieu grew up in a 
wealthy Dutch, English and French Huguenot 
household, received a degree from Yale 
and became a lawyer. In 1792, he was 
a state senator and former member of the 
Continental Congress. In that capacity, he had 
come to know Washington well. 

Before the British were defeated, but after 
the British had won the Battle of Long Island 
in 1776, much of the British fleet lay at anchor in 
Gardiner’s Bay. For navigation purposes, in bad 


weather and fog, the British Navy would build © 


bonfires on the hill at what is today Turtle Hill 
at Montauk Point so British ships could navigate 
by the light. In 1792, there was no income tax, 
little help with cash from the individual states, 
and the largest revenue source for the federal 
government came only from the taxes collected 
on imports coming into the United States from 
foreign lands. It wasn’t much. But it needed to 
be encouraged. As New York City accounted for 
a third of all imports that came into the country, 
it made perfect sense to build a lighthouse out 
there at the tip of Long Island to guide the ships 
in safely. (Continued on next page)

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George Washington had never been to 
Montauk, though in 1790, in the first year of his 
presidency, he had taken a four-day outing by 
horse-drawn coach into the woods of eastern 
Long Island. Washington’s “White House” 
was then a house provided for him in lower 
Manhattan by New York’s Governor Clinton. As 
a younger man, Washington had always been in 
the most robust health, riding dozens of miles 
a day to attend to the farming of his estate at 
Mount Vernon, and, later, doing the same thing 
during the seven years of the Revolutionary 
War. During those years, the tall, regal figure 
of General Washington, always fearlessly at the 
point of battle, sat atop his white horse and 
led his rag-tag army into and out of dozens of 
battles, most of which he lost, but after which 
he rose again to fight another day. 

After the war, as America’s hero, he appeared 
before huge crowds in many American cities 
and towns on horseback in celebration of the 
founding of the country. But in 1789, when he 
became president, he found himself spending 
every day at his desk, dealing with volumes of 
mail, documents and meetings. Those around 
him said he didn’t look well. So in April 1790, 
as spring came, he went off to Long Island on 
a four-day outing, not on horseback but in a 
horse-drawn coach, with servants bringing up 
his riding horses behind. He made no plan. He 
rode out two days and came back in the last 
two. But he kept a diary. In New Utrecht, he 
“dined at the house of a Mr. Barre. The man was 
obliging but little else recommended.” He had

his horses watered in Hempstead. In West Bay 
Shore he stayed at the Sagtikos Manor, home 
of Squire Isaac Thompson. The next day he 
“halted awhile” at Samuel Green’s place in West 
Sayville before heading out to spend the night 
at Hart’s Tavern in Patchogue. The next day he 
went north and spent the night in Setauket at a 
tavern owned by Austin Roe, a former member 
of Washington’s Culper Spy Ring, which he 
declared a “tolerably decent tavern.” Then he 
went back to New York City. 

His health seemed to be restored with this

trip, but a month later he caught pneumonia, 
took to his bed, and a week later was told death 
was imminent. One wonders what this country 
would be like today, given the factions tearing 
it apart back then, had he died. But he didn’t 
die. He rallied and made a miraculous recovery. 

In any case, he got well enough to take charge 
again and ordered L’Hommedieu, in 1792, 
to oversee the construction of a lighthouse 
at Montauk. It would be the first lighthouse 
constructed in the State of New York and the 
fourth in the young nation. 

L’Hommedieu bought Turtle Hill for 
$255.12 and then, getting help, drew up plans 
for the lighthouse and let it out to bid. The 
foundations would be 13 feet into the earth and 
9 feet thick. The sandstone lighthouse tower 
would rise 110.5 feet, have a circumference at 
the base of 28 feet with walls 6 feet thick at the 
base and 3 feet thick at the top. They would be 
made from huge heavy blocks hauled to New 
London, Connecticut by horse-drawn wagons 
and then from New London to Sag Harbor by 
boat and then by wagons again. There would be 
a two-story residential facility for a lighthouse 
keeper and his family in an adjacent building. 

A builder named John McComb Jr. won the job 
with a bid of $22,300. He had previous experience 
building a lighthouse on a promontory in Cape 
Henry, Virginia. McComb broke ground in the 
spring of 1796. The job was completed in the 
fall, with the light provided by a wick soaked in 
whale oil carried up to the top from nine whale 
oil storage cisterns sunk (Continued on page 36)

BLOCK ISLAND 

At 6 a.m. on Monday, May 1, a switch was 
thrown in a powerhouse on Block Island, the 
diesel fuel generators that have powered that 
island for the last 50 years were turned off and 
power from a group of six offshore windmills 
surged into the system to provide the electricity 
for the residents, all 1,000 of them, that live on 
the island. 

From the _ perspective of Sowtaan just 
20 miles away, someone might have seen the 
lights of the island flicker for a moment when 
the changeover occurred. Afterwards, the lights 
were as bright as they had been before. 

Block Island became the first community in 
the country to be powered entirely by energy 
generated from a wind farm. Not a single gram 
of fossil fuel exhaust is being thrown up into the 
atmosphere to contribute to climate change. 

And yes, you can see the steel windmills 
from the shore. Block Islanders and the 
15,000 visitors who come to the island every 
day in-season can look out at them just three 
miles out to sea. They are proud of this. 

“POWERED BY WIND!” was the headline 
in The Block Island Times this past week. 
Photos showed the view from land of the six 
windmills at dawn, the construction work, and 
the ribbon cutting. 


“Second Warden Norris Pike said ‘the 
switch from diesel to offshore wind power 
is a monumental moment in our history, not 
only for Block Island, but the country as well. 
Between the wind farm and our purchase of 
the Block Island Power Company, we have set 
the stage for cutting edge technologies that will 
help us reduce our carbon footprint even more 
in the years to come.” 


The company that built this six- 
windmill project, Deepwater Wind, has 
now gotten its early approval to build 


a 15-windmill wind farm 30 miles from 
Montauk, well over the horizon and out of 
sight. If this comes to fruition, in five years 
time 50,000 homes on the South Fork of Long 
Island, just about every home here, will be 
powered by wind. 

Last week, citing environmental issues, the 
East Hampton Town Trustees, along with a local 
fisherman’s group, announced their opposition 
to this project. 


FITBIT LEADS TO MURDER ARREST 
A Connecticut man has been arrested for 
murder after police examined his wife’s Fitbit 
wrist tracker and determined that she was 
active for about an hour after her husband said 
that an intruder killed (Continued on next page) 
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her, according to his arrest warrant and reports 
in the Hartford Courant. 

If the husband is convicted, it will be the first 
time that a Fitbit exercise tracker has been 
instrumental in solving a murder. 

According to reports, Richard Dabate, 40, told 
police that a masked man had come into their 
Ellington home just before his wife, Connie, 39, 
arrived at the house from exercise class at the 
local YMCA. He said the man tied him to a chair, 
took his wife to the basement and shot her, and 
tortured and stabbed him with a box-cutter 
and blowtorch. He finally was able to turn the 
blowtorch on his tormenter, who then fled, he 
said. Then he called 911, and the police came 
and found him partially tied up. An ambulance 
took him to a nearby hospital, where he.was 


treated for superficial wounds. 

Police had trouble with this story from 
the beginning, but Fitbits don’t _ lie. 
Connie took 1,217 steps between 9:18 and 
10:05 am. on the day of the murder, 
according to court documents, which 
does not .coincide wit hthe time when 
her husband said she was _ killed. 


Putting this together with the time she made — 


Facebook postings, they were unable to accept 
much of his story. And so they arrested him. 
He’s been arraigned for the murder of his wife 


- and has pleaded not guilty. 


SCHOOL LOSES LEASE 
The Country School preschool on Industrial 
Road in East Hampton may be evicted by the 
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town because they cannot agree on terms for 
a new lease, and also, at least in part, because, 
according to the founder of the school, the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) refuses 
to approve the Town’s selling a piece of the 
airport property on which the school sits. 

Deena Zenger founded the school in the late 
1990s. She says the 15-year lease she’d had with 
the town said she could renew the lease for 
another 15 years and buy the leased property 
if she so chose, according to the Southampton 
Press, but that the town says the lease was 
never renewed (Zenger says she has a copy 
of the letter she sent asking for the renewal). 
Her husband built a 6,000 square foot building 
there. Ms. Zenger says she’d intended to buy 
the property. 
- The FAA, however, says no sale of the airport 
property can be made without their permission, 
and they have not given permission. 

Ms. Zenger told the Southampton Press that 


- she believes the Town may have given her the 


purchase option without realizing they could 
not do that. The original contract may have 
been illegal to start with, Zenger suggested. 

Zenger also. said the annual rent 
wanted was now $76,000 a year instead of 
$3,000, and Cantwell confirmed that, too. The 
$3,000 was what the going rate was 15 years 
ago on Industrial Road. Now the FAA wants all 
leases brought up to date. The school remains 
open through this summer and the next school 
year, Zenger said. 

Meanwhile, the Town has asked the 
Supreme Court of the United States to hear a 
case they filed against the FAA about whether 
the owner of the airport must abide by what the 
FAA says. The town had put in noise restrictions. 
The FAA ordered the noise restrictions lifted. 
An appeals court ruled in favor of the FAA. 
Could the Town shut down the airport? The 
FAA says no. They have to bear the costs of 
running it, even if it disrupts the citizenry, and 
loses money, in perpetuity. The FAA has never 
allowed a meaningful noise restriction on any 
airport owned by a town anywhere. 


PETER BEARD 4 
Peter Beard, a resident of Montauk for the 
past 60 years, is a famous photographer, 
an award-winning author and an adventurer 
in Africa. He has gone on legendary safaris 
with his cameras. 

Twenty years ago, he was trampled by a 
charging elephant in Africa and had to be taken 
by helicopter to a hospital in Nairobi, where it 
was felt he might not survive. He did. But his 
injuries curtailed his activities. 

In February, a judge ruled on a case brought 
by Peter Beard against California art collector 
Bernie Chase, who said he had an agreement 
with Beard to buy $1 million of Beard’s 
original photography. The court ruled in 
favor of Beard because there was no contract 
signed. Chase said it was done on a handshake, 
while Beard said he had been too ill at the 
time to make the deal. 

The judge, Charles Ramos, also said he is 
keeping copies of some of the photographs 
entered into evidence. “I have one of Ms. White 
scantily dressed,” he told the New York Post, 
indicating he was keeping it in his chambers. 
Natalie White was a longtime muse and model 
for some of Beard’s work.

he man who has the best job on the 
planet is Stephen Leatherman. He goes by 
a different:name professionally—Dr. Beach— 
and he has made it his job to travel around the 
country looking for the best beach in America. 
When he finds it, he pounces. His marketing 
wheels begin to turn and out go press releases, 
announcements and speeches. He has found 
the best beach in the country. 
- Dr. Beach has strict standards by which he 
measures beaches. He considers the color and 
the graininess of the sand. He considers access, 
beauty and seaweed, the thunderousness of 
the waves, the gentleness of the breezes, 
the cleanliness and_ stateliness of the 
facilities, if any, the lifeguards, the presence 
or absence of creatures great and small that 
might bite or be endangered. Flies and 
mosquitoes count. Among his 
criteria, he also considers the temperature 
and color of the sea. 
Now, there is no doubt in my mind that 


the great ocean beaches that have blessed 


the shoreline for miles and miles along the 
southern coast of the Hamptons are the best in 
the country. 

I have traveled much of the world—though 
not as much as Dr. Beach—and that is my 
conclusion. The water is too cold and the 
sand too hard along the Pacific. The sea is 


other . 


not dramatic enough in the Gulf of Mexico. 


Ocean beaches in Florida and New Jersey 
are not broad enough. The Outer Banks of 
North Carolina measure up in a number of 
ways but are too remote. New England beaches 
are nice but the water is cold. And the Jersey 
Shore might be okay for Snooki and Bruce 
Springsteen, but really, those beaches are 
usually gated, shallow and crowded. Trash is a 
big problem there. Silly me. 

Well, you might think that Dr. Beach would 
go around and rate all the beaches and 
declare a winner, and that would be that. But 


_ he didn’t just do that when he found his first 


winner. That year, 27 years ago, he named the 
top beach, decided he liked doing it, and so 
decided he would do the same thing every year 
and announce a winner every year, in the same 
way that the Academy Awards announces a 
Best Picture winner every year. 

Dr. Beach seems to suggest there are nuances 
in the top beaches in America that move a 
beach up or down a notch from year to year, or 
even off the top 10 and then back onto it. 

For example, Cooper’s Beach won his award 
for the Best Beach in America in 2010, I think it 
was, but then has played nip and tuck on the top 
10 since then, two years ago not on it at all, and 
then last year at #8. 

In addition to deciding all this, Dr. Beach 
also made it a rule that if a beach achieved the 
ranking of #1 in the country in a particular year, 


then it would not be eligible to be #1 again. And 
so East Hampton’s Main Beach achieved the 
ranking of #1 one year. But then two years ago 
and last year, well, it’s just not on it at all. What 
is it? Something with the piping plovers? They 
poop on his head? 

Over these 27 years, Dr. Beach has declared 
the best beach of the year to be a particular 
beach in the Hamptons, Hawaii, Florida, 
California or the Outer Banks of North Carolina. 
The current champ is Hanauma Bay, in Oahu, 
Hawaii. The kiss of death. None of these beaches 
can ever again be ranked #1 again. 

I hold no grudge against Stephen Leatherman. 
He has written or edited 16 books. He’s advised 
billionaires on where to buy the best islands. 
He’s monitored global warming. 

I am just jealous. What a wonderful way 
to spend your life, earning a living spending 
days at the beach. Last time I looked, he 
was Professor and Director of the Laboratory 
for Coastal Research at Florida International 
University. All power to him. 

Meanwhile, out east, he needs to rate 
Napeague, Cupsogue, Ponquogue, Quogue, 
Indian Wells Beach, Sagg Main and Montauk. 
And if he ever gets tired of all the traveling 
around, he can declare these to be winners in 
particular years without ever having to get on 
an airplane. 

And when he runs out? Time to retire. And go 
to, uh, the mountains. &&

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in the ground at the base. Whale oil was used 
until 1850, then lard until 1860, then kerosene 
and, finally, electricity. Today, a new lens, a 
strong DCH-224 airport beacon, has replaced 
the 150-year-old French-manufactured Fresnel 
lens, which, down on the ground floor, is on 
display for the general public. 

The light went into service in March 
1797. The nation’s capital had moved to 
Philadelphia (pending an ultimate move :to 
D.C.) and Washington, now frail, was in the last 
month of his two-term presidency. He must 
have been happy to learn Montauk had gone 
into service. He would die two years later at 
the age of 67, in retirement—sadly, a short 
retirement. His wife, family and friends would 
be at his bedside in Mount Vernon, Virginia. He 
will have given his life for his country. 

During its 220 years, the light has guided 
mariners safely in and out of New York waters. 
Until the construction of the Statue of Liberty in 
1888, the Montauk Light would be the first bit 
of America that immigrants would see on their 
way to their new land. 

Numerous’ shipwrecks have happened 
anyway, mostly in storms, and some of them 


right on the rocks in front of the lighthouse.. 


In 1856, a lighthouse keeper named Patrick 
T. Gould climbed down the boulders in the 
midst of a gale force snowstorm to rescue the 
mariners aboard the brig Flying Cloud from 
drowning. He received a gold medal from the 
Lifesaving Benevolent Association of New York 
for his efforts. 

In the early 1960s, the United States Coast 


Guard, which was now in charge of lighthouses 
along the country’s shores, ordered that the 
Montauk Lighthouse be abandoned and torn 
down ina cost-savings program. Saving historic 
sites was not considered important then. For 
example, the beautiful Penn Station in New York 
City was torn down in that era. In late August 
of 1966, this newspaper led the first of a series 
of demonstrations that eventually caused the 
Coast Guard to withdraw the order to abandon 
Montauk Lighthouse. In October that year, 
the U.S. Congress passed a law creating a 
National Register of Historic Places, and in 
1969 Montauk Lighthouse was placed upon it. 
On March 2, 2012, the lighthouse was designated 
a National Historic Landmark. 

Today, the light itself is managed by the Coast 
Guard from a headquarters on Star Island, but 
the building and grounds are now a historic 
museum run by the Montauk Historical Society. 
Feel free to visit, climb up the 137 iron steps 
to the top, and look out to sea in almost every 
direction. It’s a wonderful experience.

Up top of the lighthouse tower, pretend it is 
January 22, 1781. The war of independence is 
stalemated. But British Men-o-War are still in 
Gardiner’s Bay, and you can see them there. 
That day, three of those ships, the Culloden, 
the Bedford and the America head out to battle. 
The word has come in that three Men-O-War 
ships of the French fleet, supporting the rebels, 
have come out to Long Island Sound from 


Connecticut near by. The British will engage 
them. The Culloden and the others are 74-gun 
ships that easily outgun the French, and it is 
believed the English will prevail. 

A huge storm comes up. The French ships sail 
quickly and safely back to port. But the English 
are on the hunt. By late that afternoon, with the 
winds howling, the Bedford is dismasted, the 
America loses its way and is not found for seven 
days, and the Culloden is driven onto some 
rocks coming back to Gardiner’s Bay. Her hull 
is torn open, but even so, the captain somehow . 
manages to get her off the rocks and up onto a 
nearby beach, where she is further assaulted by 
the sea as the storm moves off. The 400 sailors 
onboard wade safely through the surf to shore. 
But the Culloden is a wreck. The sailors salvage 
cannon and masts the next day and arrange for 
their transport to British held New York City, 
but that’s about it. 

Today, at low tide, the skeleton of the Culloden 
is visible. It is the only underwater Historic Site 
in the State of New York and is often visited by 
skin-divers who know never to remove any of 
the artifacts they find there. 

The stretch of beach where it resides is 
called, of course, Culloden Point.

Yes, Sandcastle is special, even for people in Joe and Kristen's 
profession. Or perhaps expecially for them. “We’re not the 
shoemaker with the bad shoes,” Joe says with a laugh. “But we 
never dreamed this house would become what it is.” The Farrells 
believed in the dream of the house itself, of course, which was 


more belief than most had in its early years. 

Flash to 2009, the U.S. real estate market reeling and the financial 
crisis hitting every sector. Bloomberg News pulls up a satellite 
truck outside the house. “It was the summer we had moved in,” 
Kristen tells. “Tt was the meltdown, and we had built our office

Today, strolling through Sandcastle, the feeling it emits is...cozy. 
Is that a function of design and décor? Yes, in part. But moreover, 
it’s the energy and warmth of family, reflected outward. And 
that—beyond the two-lane bowling alley in the basement or the 
indoor basketball court or the bedroom and living room inspired 
by New York’s Pierre Hotel—is what truly sets Sandcastle apart for 
its owners. 


“The nice thing about our home is when we moved in, our kids 
were all very small,” Joe says. “Now the kids are growing into the 
house’— Jack is 11; Kate, 13; and Joey, 16—“and they’re using 

it more than ever. All of a sudden I'll be upstairs and I’ll hear the 
basketball going, and it kind of warms my heart. The kids are down 
there at 9 o'clock at night, playing HORSE. Their friends will come 
over and they'll use the bowling alley, or they're horsing around in 
the backyard on golf carts.” 
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In addition to a tennis court, 60 x20 pool, half-pipe and guest 
house, that backyard also contains a baseball field, the site of 
Thursday-night family softball games that have become an 
annual tradition. “Even my kids who don’t play in the game, 
they’re like, ‘Dad, that’s our favorite night of the summer.’ Our 
company comes, our contractors come, we have a barbecue at 6, 
Mr. Softee comes at 7. It’s just a beautiful place. I was out there 
at 6:30 this morning, feeling very grateful to live there.” You can 
picture him, not unlike Ray Kinsella standing upon his diamond 
in the cornfields of Field of Dreams. Is this heaven? No, it’s 
Bridgehampton. 


Sandcastle is that house, the one where all the friends visit all the 
time, the site of sleepovers and celebrations big and small. “We 
really enjoy being home with our kids and their friends,” Kristen 
adds. “That’s awesome. We have the space, so each kid can have 
a group of friends over. The only problem is making breakfast for 
all of them,” she chuckles. 


The kitchen, naturally, is the heart of the home, and not just 
when cooking pancakes for a small army of overnighters. Yet in a

room, many spaces vie for the title of favorite. Both Joe and 
Kristen quickly note that one of the most special rooms is the 
spa, an exquisite subterranean escape with sauna, steam room, 
and that in-ground hot tub and a fireplace that settled into Joe's 
subconscious many years ago. 


The underground realm of Sandcastle is its soul. Unlike traditional 
Farrell builds, that’s where the home began. “It really started with 
the basement. The house had to be so long to get the bowling 
alley in,” Joe says. “Not only did we get the bowling alley in, we got 
the other stuff—the Air Lounge, where the kids have a half-pipe, a 
rock-climbing wall, a theater to put on shows.” The basement also 
offers virtual golf, a DJ booth, a model train room... “And then 
we had to create a big space for the squash court, which converts 
to a basketball court and a racquetball court. Once we fit all those 
things, we had the foundation of our house. That’s why the house 
got so big.” 


Its mass may only be outshone now by its moniker, Sandcastle. 

If there is a better name for a home here on the East End, consider 
yourself challenged to produce it.

Kristen says, ‘we spent a lot of time at the beach. We were always 


building sandcastles with the kids. It was that first move-in week, 
and we drove down the pathway and we stopped the car and 
took a look, and I just remember turning to Joe and saying, 
‘Here’s your sandcastle.’ Then someone asked us if the house had 
aname, and I said, “We kind of call it Sandcastle,’ and 

then it just took off.” 


And when something works, you stick with it. Other homes they 
own in various locales have been dubbed Snow Castle and Sun 
Castle, “and then we have a house in Montauk,” Joe says. “That's 
called Surf Shack.” Kristen describes their retreat at The End 
reverently as an 800-square-foot, well, shack. On the surface, it 
would seem the antithesis to Sandcastle, “but that’s where the 
kids are happiest,” she says. “There’s a perception that when kids 
grow up ina big home, then that’s their expectation. But that’s 
really quite the opposite of how our kids are. They know it’s a little 
bit of Disneyland, and we’ve been really conscious of teaching 
them that, and they actually prefer Ditch Plains. They love small 
SDUICES. 


Which is good, since one day Joe and Kristen plan on moving to a 
smaller place.

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Electrician Jeff Dilandro 


Look beyond those landscape lights illuminating estates in the 
Hamptons night, past that garage door going up so the Maserati 
can gain entrance, further than the power surging into the sound 
system and giant screen in that home theater. Behind all of them, 
without fanfare, is the mark of a craftsman. If the workmanship 
was world class, it may well have been Jeff Dilandro’s. 


The founder and president of Southampton-based Ocean Electric, 
Dilandro has made his mark by approaching this craft as part 

art, part science, and part business, all flowing in a well-honed 
circuit. He’s now the head of one of the East End’s largest and 
most respected electrical companies, handling everything from 
new construction to emergency repair, generator installation to 
lightning and surge protection often via decades-long relationships 
with commercial and residential clients. By his soft-spoken 
demeanor, though, you'd never know the depth of his skills, his 
SUCCESS. 
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“Seeing a job where it starts and seeing 


where it finishes is always rewarding.” 
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And you wouldn’t be alone. 


“T was about 28 years old and I went to the wedding of a fraternity 
brother,’ Dilandro recalls, “and one guy—a very brilliant guy who 
has many patents but didn’t have a lot of people skills—comes up 
to me and says, ‘Hey, I’m sorry to hear, Jeff.’ And I said, ‘Sorry to 
hear about what, Paul?’ And he replied, ‘Well, I heard you were just 
an electrician.” 


He gives a knowing nod of his head and goes on. “‘Yes, Paul, I’m 
just an electrician,’ I said. And he went, ‘Wow, you were one of 

the leaders of the fraternity and it seemed you were destined for 
success—I thought you'd do better.’ I said, ‘Well, I appreciate that 
Paul, but I’m happy.’ And he walked away. 


“My wife said, “Why didn’t you tell him you have a successful 
business?’ And about an hour later he comes back and says, 

‘Hey, I was just talking to Mike, and he says you’re probably the 
most successful fraternity brother here.’ I asked if I could explain 
something to him, and then I went on and explained there's so 
much more to success than money. Now a lot of times when people 
ask me what I do, I say I’m just an electrician.” He smiles. 


Being an electrician wasn’t in Dilandro’s plans when he graduated 
in 1982 from Towson State University with a business degree. 

But a job offer in which he didn’t see a future he wanted and 
experience working construction between semesters with his father 
(a civil engineer, just like Dilandro’s two older brothers) inspired 

him to head back to schoo! to pursue electrical engineering at the 
University of Maryland. “I was good at math and science,” he recalls, 
“and using that ability, and my construction background as well, 
pouring concrete to digging ditches, it worked.” 


MASTER CRAFTSMAN 


Indeed. He went to work for his electrician uncle in East Quogue 

at age 23 and, four years later, they were partners in the 

largest electrical firm on the eastern end of Long Island, which 
Dilandro eventually took over and continued to expand. More 

than three decades later, some things certainly have changed. 
“Documentation now is critical,” he says. “There are very rigorous 
fixture specifications; some fixtures need remote drivers depending 
on how they function, how they work with the lighting control 
system in the house. There’s a lot of technical stuff that we didn’t 
deal with years ago. You have to make sure procurement of the 
materials is proper, that the proper lights are being bought. There’s 
a lot more on that end than when I first got into the trade, when it 
was just a simple dimmer on the wall.” 


For all the evolution, certain aspects remain that continue to bring 
great satisfaction. On one hand, there is the challenge electricians 
get to meet in answering a call for which they are uniquely trained. 
On a construction project, for example, “most of the time, you'll get 
a set of plans with what their intention is for lighting, and layout 
for devices, switches, outlets, but what they don’t provide is the 
path and layout for all your circuitry,” Dilandro says. “That’s where 
you need to have some skill and understanding of the structure, 
the framing, and what’s the best route to run your main wiring. 
That’s a big skill factor.” 


Then there are simpler joys. When he speaks of them, it’s with 

a slower, softer tone, a reverence people reserve for recalling 
moments they know few outside their circles get to experience. 
“It’s kind of nice to be in a house early,” he says like a farmer who 
recounts watching fog roll up over the fields as the sun rises. “We 
put all the rough wiring in, and then of course at the end you go 


through the process of the final trims and hanging the high-end 
fixtures...you go through that process and you’re able to see the 
finished picture, and that’s pretty nice. Seeing a job where it starts 
and seeing where it finishes is always rewarding.” 


Dilandro wants future generations to carry on his sense of duty to 
the trade, to experience the same feelings of accomplishment and 
reward he has. He is dedicated to giving every electrician working 
for Ocean Electric that chance, making sure they receive ongoing 
training and education in every aspect of the job. Additionally, 

“T help mentor them on their marriages, on their responsibilities 
as men, with their children, how they should live life,” he notes. 

“T create super electricians, with book knowledge and field 
knowledge. You invest in people and care about their future.” This 
philosophy extends beyond the workplace, as Dilandro supports 
various community efforts and serves on the board of directors of 
the Timothy Hill Children’s Ranch, a safe haven for hundreds of 
children suffering abuse, neglect and crisis. 


He reflects for a moment, his mind passing through the years that 
have brought him to this moment. The hands may be a bit slower 
today than when he started back in the 1980s; he may have other 
aspects of the business to focus on rather than being in the field 
as much as he once was.

hotspot of tick-borne disease, and that’s 
one of the reasons that Southampton Hospital 
established its Tick-Borne Disease Resource 


Center in 2014. According to Robert Chaloner, 


the President and CEO of Southampton Hospital, 
the center has two crucial missions they’re 


working to achieve—‘“educating the public 


and the medical community, while facilitating 
access to the diagnosis and treatment of tick- 
borne disease.” 

On May 23, there is a wonderful opportunity 
to support the work of the resource center. On 
that date, the American Hotel in Sag Harbor will 
provide the setting for the Center’s 2nd annual 
fundraiser, an cocktail reception from 5 to 
8 PM.

If we’re honest, most of us will admit that 
we don’t check ourselves for ticks as often as 
we ought to.

Its staff has been fanning out across 
our area to offer educational symposia, keeping 


‘the public informed of the latest knowledge in 


preventing and treating tick-borne diseases. 
Especially important is their work with children. 
According to Chaloner in 2016, “The TickWise 
program for kids...educated over 700 East End 
children in public and private schools, summer 
camps, libraries, and other venues.” Children, 
after all, tend to spend a lot more time outside 
than adults, and aren’t known for being on 
guard against unseen dangers. 


If we’re honest, most of us will admit 
we don’t check ourselves for ticks 
as often as we ought to. Some of us 
don’t know what ticks look like. 


For those who may have missed these 
presentations, the Tick-Borne Disease Resource 
Center also has a webpage, easily located on 
southamptonhospital.org, with lots of information 
about preventing tick-borne disease. For 
example, did you know that keeping your grass 
cut and getting rid of tall grasses around fences 
and building foundations will help reduce tick 
habitats? Yet another good reason to send 
Junior out to mow the grass and trim the 
borders once a week! Just make sure he’s fully 
covered to guard against ticks, and that he 
showers as soon as possible afterward—make 
sure he washes his clothes and dries them at 
highest heat as well. These and many other 
helpful tips are included in a downloadable 
checklist published on the resource center’s 
website. Print it out and post it on the fridge 
until the habits become ingrained. 

What if, despite all of your precautions, you 
wind up with a tick? If you’re of a certain 
age, you may remember your Mom or Dad 
commanding you to stand very still as they took 
the hot tip of a recently extinguished match 
and burnt a tick off your scalp. DO NOT DO 
THIS—it doesn’t work. Instead, arm yourself 
with the proper tools, and carry them wherever

When did you know you wanted to be 
an artist? 

For my 10th birthday, [my mother] gave me 
oil paints. I returned to painting 15 years ago, 
taking classes in watercolor in Spain and in the 
U.S. from master water media artists. 


Much of your work has a political bent. 
What do you think art can achieve in today’s 
politically charged climate? 

For me, art is about transforming the mundane 
and ordinary into the sacred. Painting is my 


meditation, my personal visual expression of my 
journey through life. Life is full of contradictions, 
and can hold both darkness and light together 
in one event, one day, one person. 

In this hectic world, we all need a quiet place 
to go and rest the soul. For me, painting provides 
a release from the stresses of life. Painting 


releases creative energy and allows me to relax. 


Hopefully the people who see my paintings will 
get as much calming enjoyment from viewing 
them as I do from creating them. If my paintings 
are to provide a resting place for the soul then 
they must reflect my interpretation of the 
natural world. Nature is my inspiration. Color is 
my passion, and I find it everywhere in nature, 
especially in birds, animals and people. 


What do you hope this painting, “A Day at the 
Beach,” achieves? 

I] hope that “Day at the Beach” inspires 
people to appreciate the beauty and the 
fragility of the world around us and 
encourages them to want to protect that 
beauty. I’m inspired to. protect our 
environment, not only for today, but for 
our children of tomorrow. Many of my 
paintings reflect this concern for the 
environment and the realization that we 
must actively protect it. ga

Judy Collins Returns to East End May 21 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


udy Collins has entertained audiences for five 

decades, and on May 21, she returns to her 
New York roots for an evening at Suffolk Theater in 
Riverhead. “I’m a New Yorker at heart, and | love to 
be on Long Island any time of year,” she says. 

‘Til be singing old songs, new songs, ‘Amazing 
Grace’ and of course ‘Both Sides Now,” says Collins, 
who covered the iconic Joni Mitchell song on her 
1967 album Wildflowers, and which lives on in the 
Grammy Hall of Fame. The song was her first big hit. 

Collins has released 50 albums over the course 
of her career. Her most recent, Silver Skies Blue, 
with Bronx-based singer/songwriter Ari Hest, was 
released this year. It received a Grammy nod for Best 
Folk Album. “It’s the first time in 40 years that I’ve 
been nominated. [Ari’s] not yet 40,” she laughs. 

Born in Seattle and raised in Denver, Collins always 
had music in her life. “I was born to a family where 
‘Danny Boy’ was performed in the womb,” she says. 
She was deemed a piano prodigy at 13, but was soon 
drawn to the sound and storytelling of folk music. 
“One day, I was listening to the radio, and I heard 
two [folk] songs, one of which was ‘Barbara Allen.’ | 
just went crazy—lI had to sing those songs,” she says.

Her first gig was in Atlantic City, where she sang 
at the Kiwanis Club International. “You’re looking at 
the American Idol of 1956,” she says. Collins released 
her first album, A Maid of Constant Sorrow, in 1961. 
She soon became known for her powerful vocals and 
honest lyrical storytelling. Her biggest hit came in 
1975, when she recorded “Send in the Clowns.” The 
song spent 27 weeks on the Billboard Pop Singles 
chart and won a 1976 Grammy for Song of the Year. 

Like most folk singers of her generation, Collins 
blended her career with social activism. In 1973, she 
penned the song “Che” as a tribute to Marxist icon 
Che Guevara. Today, Collins is heavily involved in 
UNICEF, among other causes. In 1996, she married 
fellow activist Louis Nelson, who is best known 
for designing the mural wall for the Korean War 
Veterans Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

As with her songwriting, Collins has always 
been honest about her personal life and struggles. 
Throughout the years, she has recounted her 
struggles in raw, moving memoirs. Sanity & Grace, 
released in 2003, chronicles her pain and path 


toward healing after her son Clark committed suicide 
in 1992. Sweet Judy Blue Eyes, released in 2011, 
details Collins’ journey through show business, 
including her struggle with alcoholism. Her latest 
book, Cravings, will be released this year, where she 
documents her struggle with overeating and bulimia, 
and how she ultimately overcame her demons. 

“I write. I sing. I travel. I’m very lucky,” says Collins. 
She has continuously stayed in the spotlight, even 
performing at Cafe Carlyle on an episode of Girls 
during the millennial-centric show’s fifth season. 
Girls played off of real life events—Collins has played 


Cafe Carlyle multiple times, most recently in a 
residency this past fall. Collins is touring the U.S. this 
summer, and plans for another album with Stephen 
Stills of Crosby, Stills & Nash fame are underway. 
“My career is a quartet of writing books, writing 
songs, performing and recording. I like them all,” she 
says of her multi-faceted calling. “I’m very lucky.”

3. Who pays what? 

When renting in the Hamptons, the landlord 
pays the broker fee. Of course, that cost is built 
into your rental price.
